BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. Throwing your money around is 
so pre-recession. As the economy weakens, the wealthy 
and the businesses that cater to them say it’s more com- 
mon-even chic— to scale back extravagant spending 
and play down affluence. Retailing experts call it luxury 
shame, or stealth wealth. 

From Rodeo Drive to Fifth Avenue, that means one 
thing: Hide the labels. 

Some shoppers are asking cashiers at high-end stores 
to put their purchases in plain white paper bags. Others 
want their expensive clothes and jewelry shipped home 
so they can walk out of the store without any bags at all, 
“There’s a sense of there being a gaucheness in spend- 
ing in excess and coming home with a Louis Vuitton or 
Chanel bag,” says Lucyann Barry, a personal shopper and 
stylist for Newark’s ultra-rich. 

For one self-conscious client, Barry recently delivered 
a $1,200 Gucci handbag disguised as a gift so the rest of 
her family wouldn’t know she had bought it herself 
Of course, plenty of rich people have become decided- 
ly less so as stocks, homes and businesses have declined 
in value during the recession. And they’re cutting back. 
Holiday sales were down at Neiman Marcus, Tiffany Sc 
Co, and Saks Fifth Avenue, 

Despite the slump, the affluent still maintain lifestyles 
that include hundreds of dollars spent at exclusive res- 
taurants and thousands dropped on shopping sprees. 
What’s different now is the extra care some are putting 
into making themselves seem more like everybody else, 
Robert Jones, who owns businesses including a night- 
club and two restaurants, now spends $400 on a regular 
hotel room for his family rather than shelling out $1,000 
for a suite.

Sculptor honors shoe throwing

BAGHDAD When an Iraqi journalist hurled 
his shoes at George W, Bush last month 
at a Baghdad news conference, the attack 
spawned a flood of Web quips, political sat- 
ire and street rallies across the Arab world. 
Now it has inspired a work of art, 

A sofa-sized sculpture— a single copper- 
coated shoe on a stand carved to resemble 
flowing cloth— was formally unveiled to the 
public Thursday inTikrit, the hometown of 
the late Iraqi ruler Saddam Hussein, 

Its sculptor called it a fitting tribute to 


the shoe hurler, Iraqi journalist Muntadhar 
al-Zeidi, and his folk hero reputation in 
parts of the Muslim world and beyond. 

The Baghdad-based artist, Laith al- 
Amari, said the work honors al-Zeidi and “is 
a source of pride for all Iraqis,” He added: 
“It’s not a political work,” 

Bush dodged both shoes, but the image 
was extremely powerful in Arab culture, 
where throwing shoes at someone is a sign 
of extreme contempt, Iraqis whacked a top- 
pled statue of Saddam following the U,S,-led 
invasion with their shoes and slippers.

CAREER WITH CLOSING PLEA

On his last day in office, 
Blagojevich granted clemency 
Thursday to a former drug 
dealer who works as a janitor 
at a homeless shelter that once 
employed the governor’s wife, 
as well as a real estate mogul 
who bought Oprah Winfrey’s 
160-acre Indiana farm in 2005. 
The governor ordered that the 
criminal convictions of both 
Jimmie Beck, 40, the janitor, 
and Fred Latsko, 43, who owns 
a development company, be 
wiped off public court records.

SPRINGFIELD Sweeping aside six years of scandal and crippling politi- 
cal infighting with a historic impeachment vote, the state Senate on 
Thursday ousted one governor for abusing his power and anointed 
another who built his political career around having no power at all. 

Senators voted 59-0 to remove Rod Blagojevich, who walked out 

of the silent chamber after deliver- 
ing an impassioned plea for mercy 
Within hours, they applauded his 
former running mate and lieuten- 
ant governor, Pat Quinn, who was 
sworn in as the state’s 41st governor 
vowing a new course for Illinois. 

“The ordeal is over,” said Quinn, 
60, long viewed as an unwelcomed 
outsider. “In this moment, our 
hearts are hurt. And it’s very impor- 
tant to know that we have a duty, a 
mission to restore the faith of the 
people of Illinois in the integrity of 
their government.” 

He replaced a defiant Blagojevich, 
52, the first Democratic governor 
in 25 years and the first governor in 
Illinois history to be impeached. After racing back to his Chicago home 
before the vote could deprive him of a ride home on the state plane, 
Blagojevich once again said he was the victim of a rush to judgment. 

‘And the fight goes on,” he told a group of reporters outside his 
house. “Just because I’m not the governor anymore doesn’t mean I’m 
going to stop fighting.” 

The Senate’s unanimous, back-to-back votes to convict Blagojevich 
on a sweeping article of impeachment and disqualify him from future 
public office in Illinois represented a swift repudiation following his 
Dec. 9 arrest at his North Side home on federal corruption charges 
that included plotting to sell the U.S. Senate seat vacated by President 
Obama. Blagojevich immediately proclaimed his innocence. 

But the spotlight quickly shone on Quinn, who refused to say if he 
would adhere to Blagojevich’s pledge to oppose sales and income tax 
increases. Quinn said he had to “assess the damage left by my predeces- 
sor” because “nobody knows” how bad the state’s finances really are. 

Quinn compared Blagojevich’s fiscal skills to someone “who ate it 
up at dinner and ran up the bill, and then you look around, and it’s time 
to pay the bill, and they’ve left the building.” 

Proclaiming his innocence during a 47-minute closing argument, 
Blagojevich declared he “never, ever intended to violate the law” and 
added he was “sorry we’re all in this.” 

Blagojevich’s last-ditch appearance before senators was not under 



oath and questions were not permitted— two issues raised by House 
prosecutor David Ellis. Ellis credited Blagojevich with giving a good 
speech but noted he spoke “more about the evidence with Barbara 
Walters on ‘The View’ than he did in this chamber.” 

But when the time came for the Senators to have their say, not a 
single one rose in Blagojevich’s defense. Instead, dozens of them lam- 
basted him for more than two hours. 

“He reminded us today in real detail that he is an unusually good 
liar,” said Sen. Matt Murphy (R-Palatine). Still, it was clear that many 
among Blagojevich’s jury brought a sense of their own history with 
him into the Senate chamber. 

Sen. James Meeks, who had been burned previously by Blagojevich’s 
unkept vows to reform education funding for poor schools, cited the 
EBI transcript in which the former governor allegedly described the 
value of his ability to appoint a successor to Obama in the Senate. 

“We have this thing called impeachment and it’s ‘bleeping golden’ 
and we’ve used it the right way,” Meeks said. 

When asked for his vote to ban Blagojevich from ever again seeking 
public office, Meeks replied simply: ‘Absolutely” 


Change on the tollway 

The controversial signs at Illinois tollway 
plazas announcing “Open Road Tolling-Gov. 
Rod R. Blagojevich’’ will soon be changed, a 
tollway spokeswoman said Thursday. 

New signs, keeping the open-road-tolling 
message but covering Blagojevich’s name, 
will be placed over the old ones, said Joelle 
McGinnis, spokeswoman for the Illinois State 
Toll Highway Authority, before the Illinois 
Senate voted to remove the governor. 

The new signs will have the toll plaza’s 
name and number, McGinnis said. 

The 32 blue Blagojevich signs were 
erected in 2004 at a cost of $480,000. 
McGinnis said she had no estimate how 
much it would cost to change them. Tollway 
crews probably will replace the signs at night 
to minimize traffic disruptions, she said.

Critics question Obama’s stimulus plan for roads and mass transit

Five weeks before becoming president, Barack 
Obama urged passage of a massive economic 
stimulus package, vowing that it would “cre- 
ate millions of jobs by making the single largest 
new investment in our national infrastructure 
since the creation of the federal highway sys- 
tem in the 1950s.” 

But the bill passed by the House on 
Wednesday dedicates only about 5 percent 
of the $819 billion measure to highway, mass 
transit and rail projects, analysts said. That has 
prompted even some Democratic supporters 
to complain that the transportation spending 
was gutted by Republicans who insisted on 
more tax cuts— none of whom voted for the 
measure anyway — and by Obama advisers who 
shifted priorities to advance policy goals. 

Many economists have argued in recent 
weeks that spending on infrastructure would 
do more to quickly create jobs and pull the 
country out of recession than tax cuts for 
individuals and businesses, or investments in 
health care and alternative energy The tax cuts 


Concern about benefits 
for undocumented workers 

Illegal immigrants without Social Security 
numbers could not get tax credits under the 
$800 billion-plus economic stimulus package 
making its way through Congress. 

A senior GOP congressional official 
expressed concern Thursday that the 
bill could steer government checks to 
undocumented workers, but in fact the 
measure prevents anyone without a Social 
Security number from claiming tax credits of 
$500 per worker and $1,000 per couple. 

It also disqualifies nonresident aliens, ap

The bill has $30 billion for roads and bridges 
and $12 billion for rapid transit, with decisions 
on specific projects to be made by state and 
local officials.

White House spokeswoman Jen Psaki said 
Wednesday that the stimulus bill has “a sig- 
nificant investment in infrastructure” and will 


be followed by other legislation, adding, “The 
goal has never been to accomplish every legis- 
lative goal in one fell swoop.” 

But in a sign of dissatisfaction among mem- 
bers of both parties with the amount of trans- 
portation spending, an amendment to increase 
the total from $9 billion to $12 billion passed 
by a voice vote Wednesday 
The bill is expected to be reshaped further 
in the Senate, but it is not yet clear whether 
the transportation funding will grow 

An analysis of the stimulus bill by Mark 
Zandi, chief economist of Moody’s economy, 
com, says most of the infrastructure spending 
will not occur until 2010, while some tax cuts 
might have more immediate impact. 

That study also found that a cut in corpo- 
rate taxes would have an impact of 30 cents 
for every reduction of $i in the coming year, 
while infrastructure spending would result in 
a payback of $1.59 for every $i spent. The big- 
gest impact could come from items that had 
been inserted into the bill with relatively little 
fanfare but which could be quickly enacted.

Many bettors watching the Super 
Bowl from Las Vegas this weekend will 
have money riding on much more than 
the outcome. Seemingly inane details 
such as the distance of the first field goal 
or whether the first score is a touchdown 
pass or run can be as important as the 
final score. 

Proposition bets— prop bets, for 
short— let gamblers put money on just 
about every game situation possible and 
give bettors reasons to root during each 
play.

After dropping out of high school, 
Wennerstrom says, she decided to give 
music a go professionally She played 
open mic nights singing her own music. 
“Eventually I would have people come up 
to me and say they liked my voice.”

potent than it does 
on the Heartless 
Bastards’ third and 
best album, “The 
Mountain.” The 
band is currently 
touring behind the 
effort. 

Wennerstrom 
wrote the album in 
Austin, Texas, where she had rented a house 
and secluded herself for six months. When 
it came time to record with local producer 
Mike McCarthy, the singer had no band, 
so McCarthy recruited a collection of local 
musicians to augment the songs. 

Eor Wennerstrom, who had self-produced 
her first two albums, the approach worked 
out better than she had anticipated. 


“I was extremely nervous going in, meet- 
ing musicians, hoping we’d get along,” she 
says. “But I had trust it would work out. 
... I thought Ed taken a step up as a song- 
writer and the way the production turned 
out, it’s easily the best-sounding record 
Eve done.” 

Afterward, she recruited a new rhythm 
section, calling on a couple of old friends 
from Cincinnati who had played on the 
first Heartless Bastards demo tape years 
ago: drummer Dave Colvin and bassist 
Jesse Ebaugh. It brings her full circle. 

“We recorded some songs together way 
back when but never got to play together 
live, because those guys were both in other 
bands at the time,” Wennerstrom says. “In 
a way, we’re just picking up where we left 
off”

Renee Zellweger seems to never lose her 
cool. 

She tolerates silly questions and invasive 
personal queries. She’s sometimes so adept at 
skirting around hard questions that a reporter 
might think she’s served up 
an entire seven-course meal, 
when all she has presented is 
an appetizer. 

But when asked recently 
what she thought was the cool- 
est thing about herself, the 39- 
year-old lost it.

In an effort to nab a promotion, Lucy 
agrees to a temporary move to a small 
Minnesota town where she must downsize 
a manufacturing plant that employs many of 
the locals. Once the employees get a whiff 
of what’s going down, they freeze Lucy out 
socially Ted Mitchell (Harry Connick Jr.), 
the plant’s adversarial union rep, 
helps melt the icicles embedded 
in Lucy’s heart. 

Zellweger herself has spent 
some time with country boys, 
dating a few in Texas and mar- 
rying country singer Kenny 
Chesney four years ago. The mar- 
riage was annulled after only four 
months. 

When asked about it, 
Zellweger did another end run 
around a tough question. 

“You shouldn’t ask me about 
dating,” she said. “Oh good- 
ness!” 

Her reluctance to discuss her personal 
life is understandable. She became tabloid 
fodder after a series of high-profile relation- 
ships with Jim Carrey and Jack White of The 
White Stripes. The constant scrutiny into her 
personal life, coupled with paparazzi stalk- 
ers, prompted Zellweger’s move from L.A. to 
Connecticut in 2005. 

But because of her hectic schedule, she 
rarely spends any time at home.

Williams 
finds a 
role that 
touches 
her soul 
in 'Wendy 
and Lucy’

Only a few minutes into “Wendy and Lucy” there’s 
no doubt that Michelle Williams— playing a hard- 
luck vagabond stuck in a Pacific Northwest town 
when she loses her dog— owns the character of 
Wendy deep in her soul. 

“Michelle has this amazing stillness,” says Kelly Reichardt, who directed and 
co-wrote the film. “There’s stuff going on inside. You can see it in her eyes.” 

It was “a conspiracy” Reichardt and Williams agree, that got the two 
together to collaborate on “Wendy and Lucy” Filmmaker Todd Haynes is a 
mutual friend. So, too, Kim Gordon of Sonic Tbuth. 

“The casting director lives a few blocks from me in Brooklyn,” Williams 
says, “and we go to the same coffee shop, and she would just sort of poke me 
every now and then and say, ‘I really think you should see this movie, “Old 
Joy” ’ ... And Kim Gordon ... was always saying, ‘Tbu and Kelly would really 
get along, she’s really cool.’ 

‘And then the script arrived. It was first sent to me in short-story form, 
with a little note from Todd Haynes saying, ‘Take a look. She’s a dear friend. 
You guys should work together.’ ” 

A mere 48 hours after Williams had wrapped up her work on Charlie 
Kaufman’s elaborately surreal “Synecdoche, NewTbrk,” she was in Portland, 
Ore., ready to go on “Wendy and Lucy” 

Williams, nominated for a supporting-actress Oscar for her performance as 
Heath Ledger’s cheated-on wife in 2005’s “Brokeback Mountain,” is modest 
and funny when she talks about what she did to get to the heart of Wendy 

“The thing about Wendy is that she doesn’t give herself away with words, 
but she gives herself away at every moment just by who she is, or what she 
doesn’t give away ... ,” Williams says. “The silences are revealing and the 
spaces are revealing, the way she uses her body is revealing.” 

Clearly, the pain ofWilliams’ separation from Ledger is part of what imbues 
the role with such palpable forlornness. The couple were living together in 
Brooklyn, engaged to be married, and had a little girl, Matilda. They broke 
apart right before Williams went off to make “Wendy and Lucy” 

Ledger died of an overdose less than six months later. It’s not something 
Williams talks about. But she will say that she found it nurturing to work with 
Reichardt. Right now, she’s dividing her time between Brooklyn and a house in 
the country hanging with her daughter, reading, being with friends. 

“It is exactly what I needed,” she says of the hiatus. “I’d been going on 
fumes for awhile. And I can just notice the change now— sometimes my 
head just starts to click on again, like I start to get curious about a character 
or a person. It’s good. But I’m not getting antsy Not yet.”

The buzz: On her way 
from Indiana to Alaska, 
Wendy (Williams) stalls in 
small-town Oregon, where 
her ’88 Honda Accord 
won’t start and her dog 
Lucy disappears.
